The impression prevails among local sport- 
ing menthat Slade is no fighter compared 
with Sullivan, and that Mace’s pretended 
anxiety to arrange the match is a cover for 
his design to make money by the exhibition. 
Too much publicity Las spoiled the specula- 
tion. as it bas aroused a public sentiment 
which compels the police to take action.

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SOLEMN CEREMONIES. 
The Removal of the Hones Archbistop Uughes to 
the cathedral, 
Special dispatch to the Coustitution. 

New York, January 29.—The impressive 
ceremony of removing the remains of Arch- 
bishop Hughes from the crypt of St. Patrick’s 
church to the new cathedral began to-day. 
s| De wili | compile ed to-morrow with a 
solemn service, in which a score of arch- 
bishops and bishops and 150 priests will take 
part, 

THE OLD TOMB 

Nineteen years ago the remains of the great 
archbishop were laid to rest in the old 
cathedral. The tomb was a bare, arched 
chamber, with an earthen floor, the walls of 
rough brick covered with rougher plaster. 
Over against the wall opposite the entrance 
were two coflins, one resting on the other. 
They contained the remains of two Sisters of 
Charity. In the middle of the chamber, and 
occupying its full length, was a long rectangu- 
lar box Of plain wood, painted to imitate ma 
hogany. At one end of the box moulded the 
dusty remains of what had doubtless once 
been a wreath. It had fallen to pieces and 
the dry leaves were scattered over the surface. 
A plain deal box vovered with the re.ics of a 
rotting wreath, stretched out on a bare floor 
under a cold arch, held all that was left of the 
great archbishop 

THE SERVICES aT REMOVAL. 

The portion of the ceremony held to-day 
Was quiet. and attended only by a few of the 
clergy and the immedia'e relatives of the de- 
ceased prelate. After being carried to the 
cathedral the cotlin was placed on a catafalque 
prepared for its reception in the main passage, 
immediately fronting the sanctuary. The 
catafaique is seven feet long by three feet 
Wice. it isset ona platform, two steps lead 
Hguptoit,on the upper step the candle- 
with candles, which will continue 
lighted through to-night. |The whole struct- 
ure rises about five feet six inches from the 

All is draped in severe black, the cat- 
alaiqgue covered with a pall of plain black 
velvet. The pulpitis draped in like manner, 
wiltu heavy bangings of velvet. There is no 
ornamentation of any kind save arches of 
flowers over the bier. 

TO-DAY 8 SERVICES. 

tu-tnorrow morning the clergy will assem- 
bie and take their placesin the chancel at 
ten o'clock, The clergy will chant the sol- 
emn office of the dead and the cathedral 
choir will sing the mass, which Archbishop 
Carrigon will celebrate, the cardinal being 
present. Mgr. Preston will preach the ser- 
mon and the cardinal will give the benedic 
hon. After the benediction the remains will 
be placed in the tomb set a part for them and 
the first niche in the catacombs of the new 
St. Patrick’s cathedral of New York will be 
hiled by what is left of him who laid the cor- 
ner stone, [he marble slab bearing the me- 
norial inscription above given will be set in 
its place, the tomb sealed up, and with this 
ibe solemn ceremony will end,

The charter given tothe company by the 
board of aldermen has put it beyond the 
power of the municipal authorities, In case 
ef great danger at any point the beard of pub- 
lic works will blockade the street, so that the 
public instead of the company will suffer. 

WHAT THE EXPLOSIONS ARE LIKE, 
Frem the Sunday's Star. | 

An explosion similar tothe one at Nassau and 
Fulton streets, occurred yesterday on Broad way 
near Maiden lane, injuring three — ant 
again illustrating the dangers of e explosive 
mines with which the streetsin the lower part of 
the city are being honeycombed. The explosion 
occurred at 11:30 0’clock, as Broadway was crowded 
with pedestrians and vehicles, and the detonation 
was so loud that itcould be heard blocks away, 
above the noise and rumble of traffic. Thecause of 
the explosion was gas accumulating from a leak in 
the pipe of the Mutual gas company in one of the 


man-holes of the American steam heating 
com pany at the upper crossing over 
Broad way at Maiden lane. The leak 


had not been detected andthe mixed airand gus 
which had accumulated in the man-hole was 
ignited by the stamp of a lighted cigar ora spark 
from a horse's hoof stWiking against the pavement. 
The man-hole is near the easterly side of Broad- 
way, and is eight feet deep aud four feet wide. It 
is used to give access to the cock controlling the 
steam pipe. A cover of iron weighing about 200 
pounds tits into the hole abeut two feet from the 
surface of the street, and is protected by a heavier 
one Ou a level with the pavement. Ali the gas 
which escapes in the neighborhood is coilected in 
the manu-hole, which serves as a gasometer, and 
when mixed in the ratio of seven parts of gas to 
three parts of air, it formsa highly explosive mix- 
ture. as powerful aimost as gunpowder. 
When the explosion occurred a sheet of flame 
and a cloudof lampblack burst out of the hole and 
rose to the hefght of the third story of neighboring 
buildings. Accompanying the lampblack and flame 
was a mass of debris aud the broken remnanis uf the 
lower man hole cover, which had been rent into 
pieces, und flew out of the man-hole as if dis- 
charged from a mortar, Pieces of the iron fell on 
the roof of the seven-story building at No. 1 Maid 
en lane, and several flew into the windows of the 
third floor, occupied by the Lancashire Watch 
company, and smashed several panes of glass. 
Three men passiog over the crossing near the man- 
hole were hnenbed down by the concussion, and 
one of them was severely burned by the flame 
that burst out of it. Great alarm was caused by 
the explosion, and the occupants of the 
neighboring houses hastily left them. 


ASSEMBLED BONDHOLDSG&RS. 


Whe Make Tennessee the Text for Some Powder- 
Smelling Talk. 

New York, January 29.—A very large 
meeting of Tennessee bondholders was held 
in the clearing house to-day, to take action 
on the Tennessee state debt. Eugene Kelley 
opened the meeting. President George S. 
(oe, of the American exchange bank was se- 
lected chairman. Ina short speech, Mr. Coe 
compared the state debt of Tennessee with 
those of the other states, and it should bea 
feeling of patriotism that the credit of the 
country be re-established as to state debt. 
ix-Congressman 5S. B. Chittenden’ thought 


that Tennessee for the sake of her own 
credit should pay her debts. Colonel 
Taylor, ot the Continental national 


bank, said the southern states were suffering 
from a financial disease worse than Turkey 
or Ezypt. Colonel R. A. Crawford, of Geor- 
gia, and Dr. R. 8. Moran, talked in the same 
strain, reviewing the entire financial condi- 
tion of the state, and expressing the senti- 
ment that Tennessee should pay her debts. 
Resolutions that the ‘people of the states de- 
mand the repeal of the eleventh articie to the 
amendments tothe constitution as the best 
way torestore their former good name and 
credit; that this meeting approves of the res- 
olution introduced in congress by Hon. W. R. 
Moore, of Tennessee, making a provision for a 
repeal of article eleven, and for ihe enforcer, 
ment of the obligation of contracts; that the 
senate be petitioned to adopt the resolutions 
and the various exchanges invited to co-oper- 
ate in urging their passage,’’ were adopted.

A PROSPECT OF SOMETHING TAN- 
GIBLE BBING DONE. ° 


The Senate and the Houve Still Pressing on in Doevi- 
ous Ways—The Advent of Lobbyists in Favor of 
the Commission Report—Gonera) Walker 
Resumes the Census Bureau, E+,

Wasnineton, January 29.—The prospects of 
the tariff legislation at thissession have bright- 
ened to-day, the house having gone to work 
on the details of the bill before it. The oppo- 
sition to the bill is very determined, however. 
Messrs. Tucker and Carlisle have shown its 
frauds very clearly, and it will be fought to 
the last. With the appropriation bills ahead 
it will require very neat work to get the house 
and senate together on any tariff bill this ses- 
sion. Lobbyists from the east are arriving 
every day to urge the passage of the commis- 
sion's billand to portray the awful conse- 
quences if this question shall fall in the 
hands of a democratic house. 

- AN INCIDENT IN THE SENATE, 

During the debate in the senate to-day, Mr. 
Dawes, replying to Mr. Beck, said: When- 
ever the senator from Kentucky saw an op- 
portunity to offer a premium t@Jabor abroad, 
he was always in favor of doipg it. 

—Mr. Beck i rise simply to contracict flat] 
the senator from Massachusetts. 

Mr. Dawes said it was vain to attempt to 
conyviuce him of it, but that he was so enga- 
ged was plain to everybody. He knew that 
Mr. Beck did not intend to work in the in- 
terest of men abread, but every man engaged 
in the manufacturing abruvad was in his in- 
terest, and took the liveliest interest in all 
he did. 

Mr. Beck replied that he again repeated 
that it was litterly and absolutely untrue so 
fur as his action was concerned, 

Mr. Dawes—lI do not impute to the senator 
any intention toserve these people abroad, 
but somehow or other they are highly inter- 
ested in ali his efforts, and they agree with 
me as to the effect of his actions. 

Mr. Beck—The senator from Massachusetts 
eannot gefout of the suggestion thatIl am a 
knave by saying thatl ama fool, and that 
everybody but me knows that fact. I de- 
nounce that statement also as untrue. Iam 
acting as I understand it, in 
the interest of the great body of 
the American people, and in accordance with 
the views expressed by the tartff commis- 
sion in their report, though not embodied in 
their bill, in favor of a reasonable reduction 
of taxation. I claim to be as patriotic, to be 
as honest in my convictions, and to main- 
tain my views as intelligently as the senator 
from Massachusetts. 

Mr. Dawes—Tbe senator from Kentucky 
seems to be unusually, as well as unduly, 
angry. I have endeavored to do justice to 
his integrity and his intentions, and also, to 
show his mistake, but the senator says he 
will not be justified as to bis purposes. 

GENRRAL WALKER AND THE CENSUS. 

General Walrer resumed charge of the 
census bureau this morning and says he will 
remain till the tangle is straightened. He 
does not think the work is as badly mixed as 
has been reported. Much complaint has re- 
cently been made by southern senators and 
representatives that the fignres representing 
the material resources and manufacturing 
enterprises of their section are grossly 
incorrect, and have caused not a little dam- 
age to the interests of the south in the pend- 
ing tariff disttission: Mr. A. N. Wilson, of 
Savannah, is reported to be looking out fora 
p.aceon the civil service commission, Ap- 
plications are coming in from all parts of the 
country. Local cvlored politicians and 
delegations from South Ca:olina are pressing 
the claims of ex-Congressman Rainey.

SCRAP IRON IN THE SENATE. 


The Pig Men Standing Out 
Dispute Over Adjournmen 


WASHINGTON, January 29.—In the senate 
Mr. Vance introduced a bill to remove the 
statutory limitation upon the state of North 
Carolina in relation to aclaim against the 
United States for taxes assessed and collected 
out of the state, and to give the court of 
claims jurisdiction to hear and determine 
thesame At 11:30 the senate went into ex- 
ecutive session. At 12:05 the doors reopened. 
Tbe tariff bill was taken 4 * The pending 
question was on the motion by Mr. Saulsbury 
to except iron or steel wire tor fencing pur. 
poses, galyanized or coated with any metal 
compound laid from extra duty of one-half 
cent per pound, and upon all other galvanized 


e- coated articles of iron or steel, except 
tin plates, terne pilates and — tag- 
gers tin. Pending the vote on 


this question Mr. Sherman offered an amend- 
ment, Which was ordered printed, proposing 
a substitute for the paragraph in the bill em- 
pracing pig iron, etc., the following: ‘‘Iron 
in pigs, Iron in: kettledge, spiezeleizen, and 
cast scrap iron, three tenths of one cent per 
pound, and wrought scrap iron, or scrap steel, 
‘ dollars per ton, but nothing shall be deem 
ed scrapiron or scrap steel except waste or 
refuse iron or steel that has been in actual 
useand is fitonly to be re-manufactured.” 
After a long discussion the provision for an 
extra duty oniron and steel articles manu 
factured from them, when galvanized or coat- 
ed with any metal, was amended so as not to 
opply to pointed articles or to wire, and the 
extra rates applicable to other articles was 
reduced from one half to one 
quarter of acent per pound. On motion of 
Mr. Allison the rate on steel, not specially 
enumerated, was changed from 3 cents per 
pound to thirty per cent advalorem. On 
motion of Mr, Platt, the duty on nickel in 
the ore or other crude form was reduced 
from 20 cents per pound to 15 cents. The 
same reduction was made as to nickel oxide 
or alloy of any kind in which nickel is the 
ingredient of chief value, and “ingots, 
sheets, or other forms of iron or other metal 
covered or plated witb nickel, and 
ware made of metal so covered or 
plated,” were struck from the paragraph. On 
motion of Mr. Dawes, the duty on sheeting, 
or yellow metal not wholly of copper, nor 
wholly, norin partof iron, ungalvanized in 
sheets, 48 by 14 inches. and weighing from 14 
to 34 ounces per square foot, was fixed at 35 
per centad valorem. Mr. Platt moved an 
additional clause providing for a duty of 35 
ver cent ad valoremon all sporting breech. 
oading shot guns, and 10 per cent ad 
valorem on forged shot gun _ bar- 
rels rough bored. Agreed to, 22 to 19. Mr. 
Beck moved to fix the duty on metallic pens, 
penholders, and pen tips, 40 per cent ad valo- 
rem. Agreed to, 22 to 20. 

CLAIMING EXEMPiION POR COTTON MACHINERY. 

Mr. Bayard moved to reduce the duty on 
manutactured articles or wares not specially 
enumerated, from forty-five to thirty 
percent advalorem. Mr. Sherman moved to 
make it 35. Mr. Bayard accepted the amend. 
ment, and it was agreed to. Mr. George 
offered an amendment providing fora duty 
of 10 per cent advalorem on machinery for 
the manufacture of cloth or thread com- 
posed in whole orin part of cotton, hemp, 
jute and ramie, and all tools of mechanics 
used solely in manual labor. Mr. Georze 
said he desired to make some remarks on this 
amendment, and as it was 9 p. m., the bour 
agreed upon for adjournment, he moved to 
adjourn. Mr. Edmunds called for the ayes 
and nays, and the motion to adjourn was 
lost—ayes 18, nays 25. Motions to go into 
executive session and to adjourn were lost, 
Messrs, Beck and Mackey complained of the 


breach of the understanding that the senate 
would adjourn at 9 o'clock. Mr. Morrill said 
several senators having understood that the 
day’s séssion was not to extend 9 o'clock, be- 
yond he would now move to adjourn, so at 
9:30 thé senate adjourned. -

THE NBGRO ON THE JURY. 

WaAsuHINnaton, January 29.—A decision was 
rendered by the supreme court of the United 
States to-day in the case of John Bush, plain- 
tiffin error, vs. the commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, which arose out of the indictment of 
a colored man for the murder of a white 
child. Counsel for the prisoner in the circuit 
court of Fayette county, moved to quash the 
indictment for the reason that the grand jury 
which found it was selected by virtue ofa 
state law, from the white citizen of the coun- 
ty exclusively, in violation of tbe 14th 
amendment of the federal constitution. The 
motion to quash was overruled, end the ral- 
ing was sustained in the state court of ap- 
peals. This court, however, reverses the 
judgmentof the latter, and holds that the 
motion to quash should be engfanted for the 
reason that the state had twice enacted laws 
inconsistent with the l4th amendment, and 
it must be presumed that the officers to whom 
was committed the selection of the jury in 
this case acted in conformity with these un- 
constitutional state laws, in discriminating 
against colored persons. Opinion by Justice 
Harlan. Justices Field, Gray, and chief jus- 
tice dissenting. 

Tbe court also decided the m’scegena'ion 
case of Toney Pace eagainst the state of Ala- 
bama, which was a criminal proceeding un- 
der the state law, against the colored man for 
living in sexual relations with the white 
women. The court holds that the law of 
Alabama prohibiting miscegenation is not in 
conflict with the fourteenth amendment to 
the constitution, or with civil rights legisla- 
tion founded’on it. for the reason that itap 
plies the same punishment to both offenders, 
white and black without discrimination. 

WALKER AND THE CENSUS. : 

Wasurneton, January 29.—General Francis 
A. Walker, who has been called to Washing- 
ton to take charge df the Census, says the 
work is notin such a confused and unsatis- 
factory shape as represented, All the reports 
which have not already been printed are in a 
fair way to completion, and he chinks he can 
finish the work during the 
present calendar year with very few 
exceptions at a cost of $200,000 more.

A NEW CABINET. 


WITH AN UNKNOWN FRENCHMAN 
FOR PREMIER. 


President Grevy Deelares that only a Dissolution aad 
an Appesaltothe Country Can Men4 Matters— 
The Russo-Aasiro-German Diplomatic 
Buzeing— Egyptians in the Soudsn, 


Paris, January 29.—The ministers met at 
the Elysee Sunday morning and tendered 
their resignations, which President Grevy has 
accepted. M. DeRoulede, founder of the 
patriotic league, who has just recovered from 
a wound received in a duel, was to-day again 
wounded in a duel with a journalist, arising 
from a newspaper article. President Grevy 
has summoned MM. Follieres and Jules Ferry 
for the purpose of conferring with them in 
regard to the formation of a new ministry. 

M. Jules Ferry declined to undertake the 
formation of acabinet. It has been decided, 


therefore, to revert toa combination minis- 
try under the presidency of M. Follieres, 
all the late ministers, except M. Duclere, 
General Billot and Admiral Jaureguibery, 
retaining their portfolios. M. Tierard wiil 
be minister of foreign affairs; M. D. E. 
Mahy minister of marine ad interim, and M. 
Thibaudin minister of war. The Times cor- 
respondent says: The result of the situation 
is tolerably clear, namely, an early dissolu- 
tion of the chamber. In ,.a@ conversation for 


which the correspondent vouches, 
President Grevy ‘remarked, “Tl am 
firmly resolved on _ dissolution. Nobody 


can govern the country with the present 
chamber of deputies.’”’ A Paris dispatch to 
the Exchange telegraph company says: The 
reconstructed ministry appeared in the 
chamber of deputies to-day. The debate on 
the proscription bill has commenced. 
STATEMENT BY THE NEW PREMIER. 
Special to The Constitution. 

In the chamber of deputies to-day M. Fol- 
lieres explained the divergence of views 
which led to the resignation of the late min- 
istry. Hesaidthough the new ministry is 
not completely formed it placed itself at the 
disposal of the chamber as the interests of 
the country required that the question 
raised shall be promptly settled. M.M. 
Cassagnac and De Lamotte proposed an ad- 
journment of the debate until after the 
appointment of the minister of war, whose 
department was specially concernec. M, Fol- 
lieres replied that the bill before the chamber 
was nota military but a political measure. 
The chamber decided to commence the de- 
bate furthwith. Ata meeting of the cabinet 
this morning M. Foliieres was appointed 
president of the council and ad interim min- 
ister of foreign affairs. The ministers of war 


and of marine will be nominated later. 
The other ministers remain at their 
posts. Prince Jerome’s counsel have ad- 


dressed to the minister of justice a strong 
protest against the continued imprisonment 
of the prince. 

THE PARIS PREFECTURE SUPPRESSED. 

Paris, January 29.—At a meeting of the 
municipal council to-day, the prefect of po- 
lice was asked for information in regard to 
the alleged monarchist plow. He declined 
to reply to the question addressed to him and 
the council thereupon, by a vote of 30 to 1 
passed a law suppressing the prefecture, 
placing the police force under the supervis- 
ion of the municipal council. 

THE THREE EMPIRES. 

Lonpon, January 29.—The Austrian news- 
papers are busily discassing the significance 
of the visit of M. deGiers, Russian foreign 
minister, to Vienna. They are mostly in- 
clined to attribute to it considerable impor- 
tance. They point to the length of his inter- 
views with Count Kalnoky, Austro-Hunga- 
rian foreign minister, Prince Henry 

‘II, of Reuss, the German 
ambassador to Vienna; the arch dakes, the 
emperor and others, and to the circumstance 
that at about the same time the Grand Duke 
Nicholas had an iaterview with Prince Bis- 
marck at Berlin. The majority of the special 
dispatches from the continent to the London 
newspapers state that the prevailing opinion 


is that whatever was conceded by 
Count KaJnoky to M. deGiers, 
Was conceeded with the full 


concurrence and approval of Germany. The 
Nieue Frie Presse, of Vienna, says: In 
the preparation for M, de Giers’s visit to 
Vienna, the settlement of the various ques 
tions was negotiated through the Austrian 
umbassador at St: Petersburg. According to 
this accountit was agreed that Servia and 
Montenegro should, for the prcsent, be satis- 


fied. Russia will support Austria at the 
London conference on the Dan- 
ubian question, and at Constautinopie 


concerning the question of the junction of 
the Austrian and ‘Turkish railways. In re- 
turn Austria will make no objection to the 
eventual junction of Bulgama and eastern 
Roumelia. The same paper hears that M. 
deGiers's, in his interview with Prince Bis- 
marck at Varzin, touched upon the entry of 
Russia into the Austro-German alliance, but 
met with a refusal. While M. DeGiers 
was at Vienna he had an _ interview 
with a_ priest of the Russian church 
there, who passes tor one of the best informed 
men These ae the panslavist agitation, and 
is supposed to have heard his views and not 
neglected to give him his official views on the 
agitation with a view of the correctionof any 
iliusions that the panslavists may cherish, 
Not a single journalist succeeded in -inter- 
viewing M. deGiers while he was in Vienna. 
Two days before his arrivalan imperial mes- 
senger from St. Petersburg brought detailed 
instructions to M. deGiers. The Standard 
sums up the effect of the visit of M. deGiers 
to Vienna, the most important point of which 
is that the porte ts granted a respite.

principles of justice. The creditor should not be 
heid responsible for the extravagance or misfortune 
ef the debtor. If the collecting laws of Georgia 
were what they eughtto be a poor man’s credit 
would be as good asa rich man’s. The way itis 
now the poer man stands no chance to recover 
from bad luck or misfortune, and he can have no 
inducement to build up after once getting ‘‘under 
the weather.”’ Before the wara poor man’s note 
passed in trade almost like a bank Dill. Not long 
since we ‘knewamen to deed his land with the 
privilege of redeeming it for the pitiful sum of 
seven dollars. If collection laws had been good, 
he coulda have borrowed the seven dollars from a 
ueighbor by giving his due bill. If there ever was 
atime when the homestead was a real necessity, 
that time has passed, and the pernicious law should 
be abrogated.’’

He 
also made 150 gallons of syrup, besides sugar 
and potatoes. He used as fertilizers Chesa- 
peake and Patapsco guano. The variety of 
corn planted was the ‘‘shoepeg.’’

Taylor, from 28 acres of pine land, gathered 
14 bales of cotton, and from 12 acres im corn, 
165 bushels. He also made 87 gallons of 
syrup and more potatoes than he could dig. 
He used less than a hundred pounds of Cham- 
pion ccetton grower per acre.

THE STREETS, 

The street commissioners have advertised 
for sixty thousand square yards of granite 
blocks and sixty-eight thousand five hun- 
dred yards of macadam—bids to be handed 
in by the twenty-eighth day of February, 
pext. It will be seen that it is the purpose of 
the street commissioners to Jay down almost as 
much of the Belgian blocks as they do of mac- 
adam. To put down these blocks we will lose 
ali the old pavement on Marietta, Whitehall, 
Broad and Decatur streets, and when next 
winter comes we will be in but little better 
‘eondition on our majn streets than we are 
now. 

It is certainly a mistaken policy to use the 
money now to put down a fancy pavement on 
these streets, when we have so much need of 
our main streets being paved. What good 
will it be to parties along these streets to have 
expensive granite blocks take the place of the 
‘qnacajamized streets when two months in the 
year peop! can’t get into the city? We re- 
gret the steps taken by the commissioners. It 
gill involre them in litigation, and make the 
commission useless to the city. The people 
will lose confidence in the commission for 
this useless waste of money. 

There is not a citizen in Atlanta, outside of 
the stockholders.in the company that pro- 
poses to furnish the granite block, who will 
gay it is wise to throw away the macadam we 
have, indifferent as it is, until we get our 
main streets in better order. This proceed- 
ang wil! bring about investigation; it bas 
already done so, and will result in good 
eventually. We are spending mare mouey 
every day now for less work on the streets 
than any city of our size in the world, 

One of the stockholders in the Stone Moun- 
tain granite company remarked Saturday 


} and in some instances more than doubled.”’ 
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money came out of the property owners and 
not out of the city treasury, for their granite 
blocks. This is wrong. If the city spends 
all the money it has to spare on granite blocks 
it will have none for macadam, One third of 
the sum comes out of the city treasury. 
These blocks are very expensive, and if the 
city saves this expenditure of one-third for 
sixty thousand square yards of granite blocks 
and adds the amount to the square yards of 
macadam, next winter will find most of our 
main streets macadamized and in good order. 

Some of the best lawyers in the city have 
been consulted and they give their opinions 
that there will be no trouble about stopping 
the commission. The law does not author- 
ize this action on the part of the commission- 
ers, and the fear is expressed by some that it 
will not stand the test where it ought to, that 
is, to compel parties to pay for the proper 
macadamizing in front of their property. 


THE COTTON-TIE ROBBERY. 

We judge from the coolness and delibera- 
tion with which McKinley and his republi- 
cans make a statement which they know to 
be nntrue, that the party of corruption will 
be practically solid when it comes to voting 
on the proposition to rob the cotton planters 
of the south by placing an additional tax on 
cotton ties. The argument which the repub- 
lican piunderers use to justify their attempt 
to cripple an industry which is already hand- 
icapped by the war taxes it pays upon its 
tools and its supplies, is that the cotton 
planter sells his ties for the same price he 
gets for his cotton. 

THE CONSTITUTION has ajJready 
dealt with this fallacy as it deserve There 
is nota farmer in the south that doesn’t 
know it to be untrue; there is not an honest 
cotton buyerin the smallest town in the 
south who seeks to hide the fact that the 
price which he pays for cotton covers a de- 
duction for bags, ties and dirt. 

If the tax on ties is to be increased from 35 
to 82 percent, there isno reason why Mc- 
Kinley and his party colleagues should at- 
tempt to excuse the robbery with a monstrous 
lie, 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat, discuss- 
ing this matter, is inclined to rest its op- 
position to the robbery in the 
hope that a cotton-tie manufactory 
may be established somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of New Orleans. If the tax isto be 
increased, our New Orijieans contemporary 
thinksthe best thing the south can do is to 
establish a cotton-tie manufactory in this sec- 
tion. 

“By the establishment of a mill ,here,”’ 
says the Times Democrat, ‘‘a million dollars 
andmore, which would otherwise go out of 
the south annually to the Pittsburg and other 
northern manufacturers of ties, will be kept 
at home. By such a course, the animus of 
the bill, directed as it is, against the south, 
will be defeated, and instead of doing this 
section harm, it will add to its wealth, and 
build up within its limitsa valuable mau fact- 
uring industry.”’ 

Does the Times-Democrat mean to say that 
money taken out of the pockets of the south- 
ern cotton planters, under a law conceived 
in corruption, and placed in a tie manufac- 
tory, will add to the wealth of this sec- 
tion? Is it not simply legalized 
robbery to cripple one industry for the bene- 
fitofanother and less important industry? 
What does a southern farmer care whether 
the money of which he is robbed goes into 
the pockets of a northern or a southern man- 
ufactory ? 9 point with him is the fact that 
he is the-victim of unnecessary and unjustifi- 
able robbery. 

This cotton-tie business will serve to show 
the southern people precisely the nature of 
the scheme of protection as it is interpreted 
by congressmen who are either bribed by the 
monopolists or who are led by their own sel- 
fish interests, It isa scheme for robbing the 
people in the interest of monopolists. 

The proposition to rob the southern plant 
ers, however, is so outrageous in its nature 
that we stil have hopes that there are enough | 
honest men in congress to defeat it. If not, 
there will be plenty of honest democrats in 
the next congress to repeal it. 


THE TARIFF BILLS. 
Log-rolling of the most shameless nature 
attends every step ot the tariff bills. The 
lobby now gathered in Washington was 
never larger nor busier than just at present, 
and this body of unrecognized legislators is 
made up of men devoted to special inter- 
ests, to particular items in the pending tariff 
bills. Kach man seryes notice upon the 
other representative robberg that they must 
stand by his “infant industry,’ er else he 
will turn to and slaughter their infants. The 
trouble about this business is, the south has 
The south 
filled with consumers, is therefore the chief 
victim of the log-rolling. But let that pass,

The villainy of the tariff bills has been 
on an- increasing scale. The bill of 
the commission was certainly wicked 


and insincere enough, for according to Mr. 
Nemmo, it would increase the revenue if 
importations continued to be as large as they 


were last vear. ‘“‘Asa general rule,’’ says 
Mr. Carlisle, after carefully studying the 


vicious sham, ‘“‘the proposed reduction of 
rates related to articles but little conse- 
quence to the people at large, and very fre- 
quently the reduced rates were still probibi- 
tory, so that no relief whatever,was granted to 
the consumer. Upon many important arti- 
cles the 1ates of duty were largely increased,

The senate bill is an attempt to maintain 
the present tariff essentially unimpaired; 
but villainous as that bill is, the house bill 


discounts it altogether. The latter 
is not a  ~bill at all to reduce 
the revenue. As Mr. Tucker _ said, 


“the idea of a tariff bas been perverted from | 
its original purpose until experts had been 
employed for the purpose not of finding how 
the revenue could be raised but how revenue 
could be prevented in the interest of monop- 
olists."" And yet so clumsy is the bill that it 
will probably increase the revenue instead of 
reduce it. At the outside, Mr. Kelley does 
not claim that it will effect a reduction ex- 
ceeding $20,855,700. As about $12,000,000 of 
this amouct is to be taken from sugar, there 
remains only about $8,000.000 to come from 
all other articles, or about five per cent !' The 
mountain has labored and brought forth a 
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tax on cotton ties is increased from $13.44 to 
$32.96 a ton; quinine is taken from the free 
test and taxed 20 per cent; all the woolen 
goods used ‘by laboring people and their fam- 
ilies are taxed from twenty per cent to fifty 
per cent more, and on cotton stockings, hose, 
half-hose, shirts and drawers, the duty has 
been increased from thirty-five per cent to 
forty-five per cent. Perhaps the meanest 
thing in this swindling monstrosity 
relates to the reduction on sugar, As sugar 
is made in the south, it was decided to make 
it stand all the material reduction in the bill; 
but instead of reducing the duty upon sugar 
fit for consumption, the duties were taken 
from the low grade of raw sugar, so that every 
pound of sugar that the people use 
must pass through the bands of eastern refin- 
ers, 

The bill is a compound sham and swindle. 
It would effect no considerable reduction in 
the revenue. It relieves the people of no bur- 
densome tax on necessaries. It simply pro- 
vides for bounties inthe iron, steel, cotton, 
woolen goods, glass and earthen ware interests, 
and leaves the entire problem of tariff reform 
untouched. It is, in a word, a mass of pre- 
tense and juggling that deceives nobody whe 
wishes to go undeceived. ‘The southern mem- 
ber who votes for it votes totax the people he 
represents in order to maintain a system of 
bounties the like of which the worldnever 
saw.

‘You will know right off how sharp 4 
serpent’s tooth is, and, as Shakspeare says that it is 
sharper than a serpent’s tooth to have & thankless 
chil, a pretty fair estimate of the sharpness of 
thankless child can be obtained. 

But the prickly pear is otherwise useful to man 
and beast. It can be fed toadvantage and to cattle 
in an emergency sfter first burning off the thorns. 
Asa poultice for sores ani wounds the prickly pear 
Ss unrivailed. If properly applied it might even 
heal the feeling of soreness between Coukling and 
Blaine. A live hedge can be made of clumps of 
prickly pears that will keep out even an office- 
seeker. There should be a hedge of that kind 
around the gubernatorial mansion.

PLANETS IN FEBRUARY.

Venus is morning star, the brightest and fairest of 
the throng that,grace the morningsky. She rises 
now three hours befo e the sun, shining with the 
serene radiance that distinguishes her, and eon- 
tinues to be visible long after the lesser stars have 
melted away in the star depths, almost in ‘the very 
presence of the king of day. 

The February moon fulls on the 2st at thirty- 
four minutes after 7 o’clock in the evening. She 
takes on only three phases during the shortest 
month of the y ear, appearing as new moon, at her 
first quarter and asfullmoon. Sheisin conjunc. 
tion before her change with Venus on the morning 
of the 4th, being only about one degree south. On 
the sixth she is near Mars, and on the 7th near 
Mercury. Passing atnew moon ¢o thesun’s eastern 
side, she isin conjunction with Neptune and Sa- 


turn on the 13th. She is her nearest 
point to Jupiter on ‘he ‘6th, and 
on the 23d, two days after the full, she is 
near Venus. When the moon is in conjunction 
with a planet, she is in the same right asceusion or 
longitude, though her declination, or latitude may 
be several degrees north or south. Those who watch 
her progress eastward, averaging thirteen degrees 
daily, will note that her conjunction witn the plan- 
ets give the order of their position in regard to the 
sun. Thus she passes Venus, Mars and Mercury, 
the morning stars, then pays her respects to Nep- 
tune, Saturn, and Jupiter, theevening stars, and 
ends the circuit by coming near to Uranus, a morn- 
ing star.

A Ride of Fifty Miles tu thirty Moure—The Eesentials 

ofa General. 
From the New Orleans Picayune. 
“Yes, Morgan wasamuch greater soldier 
than be is generally considered,” said Col- 
onel Thomas H. Hunt, of New Orleans, the 
other evening, to a representative of the Pic- 
ayune, after a rambling discussion of the 
merits of the various confederate generals. 
‘‘He was far more than a raider, and had in 
himall the elements that make up a. great 
leader.”’ 
“Well, Colonel, I knew you led one of the 
most gallant Kentucky regiments in the 
southern army, and are familiar with the 
country in which Morgan gained his fame; 
were you ever with him?’ was the query. 
‘Yes, sir; it was my good fortune to be un- 
der his command when he made the attack 
on Hartsville in 1862. That hasbeen pro- 
nounced by able military critics the most 
brilliant achievement of the war, and I was 
so impressed with the military genius of the 
man on that occasion, that [ shall never 
cease to regard him withthe highest venera- 
tion.”’ 

Upon being pressed the Colonel went on: 
‘In the winter.of 1862, while the confederate 
army lay in camp at Murfreesboro, Tennes- 
see, General Morgan got exact informatien 
oi the position of the enemy across the Cum- 
berlanu, and determined to strike one of those 
quick and décisive blows for which he was 
iamous. General Harlan’s division of 8,000 
men was encamped at Castilian Springs, while 
a force of 2,000 federals were posted eight 
miles below him. The provlem was to cross 
the Cumberiand, whip, and, if possible, cap- 
ture this latter force, and escape before Har- 
lan could come up. . 

“He asked for two regiments of infantry to 
accompany him, and mine, the 5th Kentucky, 
was chosen as a part of the force. The boys 
were ragged and many shoeless, and after an 
inspection I selected those who were wellshod 
and comfortably clad. It was bitter cold and 
the men must have suffered intensely. 
‘‘When we reacied the Cumberland a coun- 
cil of war was cailed, and when I was inform- 
ed of the position, I suggested, of course, that 
Harlan would come up as soon as he heard 
the firing and capture our whole command. 
‘No,’ said Morgan, ‘he will not. He well get 
his troops in line and wait for a courier to in- 
form him of the situation, and I will take 
care that the courier shall not reach him by 
posting a line of scouts across the country.’ 
Lhis was an exhibition of one of the highest 
qualities of generalship— knowledge o® what 
the enemy would do under certain circum- 
stances. Well, sir, he actually accomplished 
hispurpose. .Witha force of 1,200 he marched 
fifty miles in a deep snow, crossed the Cum- 
beriand twice, captured 2,000 prisoners and 
much plunder, and brought them into camp, 
all in thirty hours.’’ 
“What did you do with the prisoners, Col- 
onel?’’ 
“They were paroled the next day and per- 
mitted to go home. AS We were recrossing 
the river at a ford below Hartsville, Morgan 
ordered the cavalry to carry the prisoners over 
behind them On horseback, as the thermome- 
ter was far below the freezing point. The men 
in blue crowded around him and exclaimed 
‘Well, if we had caught you we wouid have 
treated you to rope, but we know now you 
are not us bad a man as we thought.’ ”’

1. It is obligatory to furnish guards, or in case of 
failnre to do so, that the patieni shall go to the city 
pest house 

2. Please inform us what are the requirements of 
the board of health in cases where smnall-pox ex- 
ists? Say foriustance. in a respectable family that 
are figancially able to farnish the patient every at- 
tention, but dispute the legality or justice of being 
complelled to em pier guards? 

The auswer is shortand simple. A state law and 
and a city law provide that the patient must pay 
the expenses of quarantining or go tp the city hos- 
pital. There is aiso a heavy fine forfailure to re- 
port smali-pox cases. Several persons have paid 
guards under protest and will sue the city to re- 
¢over.

There were 289 failuresin the United States re- 
ported to Bradstreet’s during the past week, 28 less 
than the preceding week, 64 more than the curres- 
ponding week in 1882, and 125 more than the same 
week in 1881. The middle states had 68, an increase 
of 1; New England states 36, a decrease of 3; south- 
ern states 71, an increase of 2; western states 95, a 
decrease of 14; Pacific states and territories 19, a de- 
crease of 14; Canada provinces 26, an increase of 1. 
Although the number of failures continues to be 
very large, still the majority of them are those of 
small traders, while the few important ones are no 
larger than at this season last year.
